Q,.  'Coat  cm  you  tell  me  in  relation  to  this?  (Tin  ”itn  ss  is  shown 
th-  report  concerning  •  ar  crimes  committed  in  the  Minahassa  region) 

(T.- .  Celebes). 

A.  Towards  tin  end  of  March  19--2,  I  along  with  many  others  was 
confined  in  Kenado  prison.  Upon  my  arrival  there  I  sa’’  a  number  cf 
Dutch  prisoners  of  war  already  thcr.  ,  who  at  the  end  of  January 
1C 42  had  been  imprisoned.  I  also  sa’  that  Chinese  and  Indonesian 
persons  had  been  imprisoned  there;  These  hrd  already  boon  confined 
during  the  invasion.  They  had  been  confined,  as  far  as  I  know,  for 
committing  cc.rta.in  offenses.  I,  myself,  cane  from  L  ago  an,  vdurc  I 
had  been  interned  in  a  house  for  approximately  one  month.  At  Kenado 
I  entered  for  the  first  time  life  as  a.  prisoner  of  war  and  it  has 
impressed  me  deeply.  The  firs;  day  I  was  speechless  after  all  I  saw 
in  that  orison  th.orc.  Many  '>f  my  old  acquaintances  I  c-uld  no  longer 
recognizo.  They  looked  very  uncared  for,  ha.d  long  boards,  long  hair 
and  were  considerably  emaciated,  while  some  of  them  kept  staring 
blankly  ahead,  I  noticed  a  terror  ps-  chosis  amongst  the  prisoners 
owing  to  the  fact  that  seme  had  been  ex  cuted  already,  ’-hilst  every 
moment  enc  could  expect  that  tore  people  would  be  fetched  from  tho 
prison  not  to  return  alive.  I  have  never  witnessed  a.ctual 
executions,  but  I  have  heard  about  tha.t  from  others. 

I  m:-self  remained  only  for  v-ight  to  ten  days  in  tho  prison. 

After  a  Japanese  Major  ~f  the  Staff  at  Macassar,  a  certain  Hocalce, 
had  visited  the  prison,  we  were  transferred  to  Tcling  Camp.  This 
va.s  certainly  necessary  as  conditions  in  th>.  prison  were  m  re  than 
beastly. 

S^mo  frets  will  illustrate  that.  The  space  in  the  prison  was 
absolutely  insuff icient  for  tho  great  number  f  prisoners.  Feverthe- 
losu,  we  were  crammed  into  it;  in  a  cell  destined  f >r  only  throe  men, 
sometimes  seven  men  were  confined .  Furthermore,  there  was  a  well 
around  which  open  lavatories  had  been  made.  Bathing,  teeth  cleaning. 
using  tho  lavatory,  washing  of  cl  thus,  everything  had  to  be  done 
in  the  open  air  in  the  small  courtyard  wher^  the  well  was  located. 

It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  the  water  in  the  well  was  fouled  in 
such  a.  way  that  soon  unbearable  smells  arose.  The  Jnpa.neBC  undertook 

n. thing,  absolutely  n. thing,  to  improve  the  situation.  When  we  were  - 

brought  in,  we  did  receive  no  food  or  drink  at  all  the  first  day. 

T  x,  following  da.ys  we  received  food  twisc.  In  the  morning  we  got 
no  food  at  all,  only  at  noon  and  in  the  evening.  These  meals  consisted 

/ 
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f  a  handful  f  'burned,  Viled  ric~  mixed  with  rotten  "kanS&r-g-s"  uterW. 
(T.  .  water-crces) .  Altogether  it  hr.d  r.n  unpleasant  odour,  rn d  smert 
so  badly  that  rt  r.  distance  of  one  meter  already  it  caused  a  feeling 
of  nausea. 

The  burned  rice  was  fr  n  a  rice  stock  which  hed  caught  fire  during,  the 
destruction  rf  the  harbour  installation.  What  remained  of  the'  burnt 
rice  stock  had  been  swept  together  and  this  was  supplied  to  us  as  our 
food. 

The  hunger,  however,  was  so  groat  that  people  "ho  had  been  imprisoned 
lohgdr  askj'd  for  their  ration  f  stinking  rice  and  soup,  and  even  fought 

for  it. 

There  were  no  r.eeical  supplies,  at  least  they  wore  not  supplied  by  the 
Japanese. 

Concerning  this,  the  Medical  Officer,  lot  Class,  BORGTIAP,  who  at  that 
time  was  charged  with  the  medical  supervision,  can  give  detailed 
information.  Personally  I  have  witnessed  the  so-called  sick-para.de 
and  noticed  amongst  ther  things  that  large  virulent  tropical  ulcers 
were  covered  with  a  piece  f  paper  soaked  in  a  disinfecta.nt . 

Tho  Japanese  did  not  supply  us  with  this  disinfectant.  It  wu6  smuggled 
into  tho  prison  by  the  labour  gangs.  There  were  many  patients  suffer¬ 
ing  from  dysentery  and  malaria  and  as  I  was  told,  many  of  those 
wretches,  who  vent  aVut  with  deep-sot  and  faded  eyes  even  wore 
thrashed  by  th~  Japanese  when  owing  to  their  disease  they  fouled 
themselves. 


A  bin  for  refuse  was  placed  near  the  kitchen  with  a  placard  announcing 
wNr>t  allowed  to  eat  from  this  refuse-bin",  or  words  to  that  extent. 
Furthermore,  there  was  a  so-called  "death  cell."  Therein  were  confined 
email  groups  of  people  awaiting  their  possible  execution.  I  will  not 
easily  forget  the  aspect  of  these  virtually  doomed  tkouIo.  Mary  of 
them  declined  visibly  from  day  to  day;  T.  was  tcld  that  these  people 
in  the  "death  cell"  did  nr t  always  regularly  get  their  food.  Their 
very  stay  in  this  "death  cell"  badly  affected  their  physical  and 
psychic  disposition.  As  I  was  assured,  a  complaint  about  thc"food" 
resulted  in  the  reduction  *f. three  meals  to  two;  I  mentioned  these 
meals  before.  As  regards  cl' thing,  I  can  state  that  practically 
all  clothing  had  boon  taken  a.way  from  the  people.  Consequently, 
they  looked  like  vagabonds. 


When  I  arrived  in  prison,  the  fear  rf  maltreatment  was  already  so 
prevalent  that  everybody  tried  to  stay  away  from  the  u apanese  aG  much 
as  possible,  lest  to  give  rise  to  further  illtroatmcnt .  Certainly,  I 
saw  some  heavy  blows" struck  with  the  whip  and  I  saw  also  peoplo  in 
tho  j3C»-fcc.llcd  "lizard"  position.  The  man,  who  handled  tho  whip,  was 
"YAiiADA,  th^.  prison  hnrtgmrn;  he  was  at  the  some  time  charged  with  the 
supervision  in  the  prison.  About  executions  I  ce.n  report  the  following! 
Except  CC SI JA  and  Sergeant  &  .  MEIJZR,  I  learnt  that  Major  BCTTIi\GA  and 
Sergeant  Major  KSR.STITJLS  were  also  executed.-  The  latter  was  fr'-m 
the  Section  of  Captain .OCCi*. 


My  subordinates ,  Lieutenant  WIElIi'GA  and  Sergeant  Major  R03BEJMO.T) 
were  in  charge  f  the  defense  of  Kcllewicrang  airfield,  mostly  colled 
Kakkas  airfield.  Both  persons  last  mentioned  have  orobably  boon 
executed  in  revenge  for  the  losses  suffered  by  th>.  Japanese.  Tho 
Japanese  paratroops  declared  to  us  that  they  had  suffered  considerable 
casualties  and  that  e.a.  a  Captain  of  the  Japanese  Paratroops  was 
riddled  with  82  tullots.  The  Japanese  Lt,  Col.  HCRIUTSCHI,  Commander 
of  the  paratroops  tr>ld  me  when  I  appeared  before  tho  Japanese  Court  _ 
Martial  that  he  hod  not  bocn  able  to  observe  from  tho  air  that  there 

was 
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vrr.s  a  smr .11  occuofiti  n  at  the  airfield,  because  '  thcr’-'iso  he  would  have 
landed  with  hie-  part .tro  ~pr  ir.  the  rice  fields  between  the  aforem-ntirnod 
airfields  and  Pakkas  village.  Inhabitants  f  the  Minnhnsse.  region 
whose  names  Idont  knew  t'ld  me  that  VIDLIi'CA.  and  ROBLEPMOyD  were 
bestially  maltreated  bof r  re  their  executi  n.  Concerning  Lt.  SICrKUivT  and 
Pgt.  FLIPS,  a  Dutch  sailer.  *<fcr sc  nae  e  I  cannot  remer.bcr,  told  me 
that  as  a.  prisoner  of  war  at  Langoan  he  was  locked  in  a  shed  and  that 
on^  da.y  int :  tha.t  sa..;ie  shed  were  thr  vn  the  a.bcve  mentioned  SIG-MUPD 
and  FLIPS  tied  to  one  another.  They  '-’ere  badly  maltreated,  e.a.  their 
teeth  had  been  struck  out,  they  urinated  blood  and  they  could  hardly  open 
their  r.orrths .  The  questions  put  to  "them  by  the  Japanese  were  aimed  at 
obtaining  inf  Tmr.tion  about  the  defense  and  nxr.ber  of  troops  in  South 
Celebes,  and  particularly  concerning  the  code  that  was  used.  According 
to  the  Japanese  they  sh  uld  be  able  to  give  this  information  since  they 
respectively  as  lieutenant  '  and  sergeant,  codewriter  should  be 

informed  about  oil  secret  matt nn,  That  must  have  happum  d  about  24 
January  1942.  The  Japs  gem  then  one  r.i§ht  to  sleep  and  think  it  ver, 
while  they  ’-’crc  t‘  Id  that  if  they  c  >uld  rot  give  better  answers  the  next 
morning,  they  vein,  to  bo  beheaded.  The  above  mentioned  sailor  ended 
his  rep-rt  saying}  "  I  8 avr  then;  tek*  n  away  and  have  never  seen  them 
back." 


The  Japrnooo  doctor,  a  Captain,  at  La.goan  and  some  other  paratroops 
told  m<-  that  there  had  been  some  fighting  in  the  surroundings  of 
Anocrang;  in  the  curse  f  that  engagement  the  guerilla  fighters  should 
have  been  captured  and  admitted  to  the  Lange an  hospital.  The  Commandant , 
Cgt.  MALIEZ3R,  should  have  received  shot-wounds  in  the  knee.  The 
Japanese  paratroops  told  me  that  they  daily  visited  the  hospital  vexd 
and  threatened  tho-:c  three  men  with  gestures  which  indicated  that  their 
throats  would  be  cut.  ifterwnr&s  they  laughingly  told  me  that  one  of 
the  throe  guerilla  fighters  had  hung  himself  and  later  tha.t  Sgt. 

MAL1EZPR  had  cut  his  wrists  with  nieces  of  a  broken  medicine  oottlc. 


The  Japanese  told  me  further,  that  the  wife  rf  M.W.O,  Hof  man,  living 
in  Konoang  village  eVuld  nls<~  have  narticipatod  in  the  guerilla  fight, 
probably  to  avenge  the  death  of  her  husband  and  should  have  been 
beheaded  for  that  reason. 


After  the  above  cuosti  ns  and  answers  v*cro  slowly  and  clearly 
read  to  the  witness,  hi.  adhered  t  his  statements  and  did  not  desire  to 
ha.vo  anything  altered  therein;  ir.  proof  whereof  he  has  sign  d  his 
statement .
